under’ way for a number ‘of years. 
Over the. seven year period from 19- 
24 to 1930 the average yield obtained 
per acre of corn was nearly five tons 
and of sunflowers twelve and a half. 
tons. 

The following spring the land on 
which these crops were grown was 
disked and sown to wheat. The sum- 
mer-fallow yielded an average of 
nearly thirty-seven bushels to the 
acre, the corn land twenty-five and 
the sunflower land slightly less than 
eighteen. The quality of the grain 
from ‘the summer-fallow was for the 
most part excellent and contained, 


very few. starehy -kernels,;: thes grain h 


from the corn land was quite ‘good 
but with more starchy kernels, while 
that from the sunflower land was 
only fair with a large percentage of 
starchy or piebald kernels. 

In the third year the land was 
ploughed and sown to oats, the sum- 
mer-fallow land averaging fifty-six 
bushels to the acre, the corn land 
thirty-nine and the sunflower land 
about thirty-eight. > 
As substitutes for the summer-fal- 
low corn and sunflowers may be only 
partially successful unless __ special 
conditions require the presence of the 
stubble’ on the land between one crop 
and another.’ From the standpoint of 
yield of grain following the corn or 
sunflowers under normal conditions 
corn is the better crop, but when 
yield of feed is the chief considér- 
ation sunflowers ‘will usually produce 
a greater tonnage tothe acre under 
difficult conditions. i

In growing bacon hogs, it is neces- 
sary to always keep in mind the 
“select” type and aim toward. that 
goal. The select bacon hog is the best 
grade on the market and represents 


the type of hog which will’ produce 


a carcass suitable for export as Wilt- 
shire sides. At the present time, the 
premium of one dollar for “selects” 
represents a sufficient percentage of 


To. produce. hogs profitably-it is not 
only necessary to produce just as 
many select hogs as possible, but 
they must be grown and fattened 
economically. This necessitates the 
use of cheap efficient-feeds and in 
most cases requires that the coarse 
grains and fattening feeds be grown 
at home. The feeding of hogs often 
helps matérially in the marketing of 
low quality grain at a substantial 
price. 

Good feeding practices must be ad- 
hered to in order to produce’ suitable 
type bacon hogs economically. Use 
growing feeds during the early stages 
of the pig’s life. and broaden the 
ration and feed more of the fattening 
feeds as the hogs approach market 
weight. Of the grains, oats is the 
popular growing feed, while barley 
and wheat.are more commonly used 
for fattening purposes.

-@erious attention and earnest thought of all people. In this particular article | 
we are not referring to the general economic troubles of the world. They are | 
' in large part the result of other conditions to which specific attention is now | 
directed, namely, ‘Fear’ which possesses so many ‘nations and peoples and 
which is finding expression in various countries in what may best be describ- 
éd as “reign of terror.’ 

Our daily newspapers. are filled with reports of the persecution of this 
or that race of people, or of groups adhering to this.or that religious ‘sect, 
with resulting outrages, boycotts and killings. Some of these reports are no 
doubt exaggerated; some possibly entirely false, with propaganda for this or 
against that the underlying motive.*But making due allowance for all this, 
the fact remains that, persecutions and outrages are being. perpetrated, in 
many lands. This is inevitable when gemocratic forms of government are 
overthrown and autocrats and dictators take control of government and the | 
affairs of nations, directing not only their national and international affairs, 
but the very lives of the people. 

_ To all practical intents and purposes the German republic established 
after the Great War has disappeared, democratic forms of government sus- 
pended, and a-class dictatorship set up. This has resulted immediately in a 
nation-wide persecution of the Jews, which has aroused people in all nations. 
It is a religious persecution reminiscent of the dark ages. 

In India every effort of the British Government to grant more responsi- 
ble government to that great country with its teeming millions. of people is | 
frustrated by reason of the bitter racial and.religious antagonisms existing 
between Moslems and Hindus and the impossible caste system prevailing 
which shows no signs of breaking down. 

In Russia every conceivable effort is made to destroy all religion, and to | 
set up in its place a sort of State religion of communistic socialism with 
Lenin.as its god. Justice as we know it in this country does not exist; rather 
& reign of terrorism prevails with no person being able to call his soul his 
‘own,—the whole upheld by a huge standing army, and with the arts of war 
being taught in every factory and on every collectivist State farm.

ment For Undulant Fever 

Three research workers of the Col-’ 
lege of Medicine. of the University of 
; Cincinnati have announced the devel- 
opment of a serum that transforms 
the usually disabling undulant. fever 
into something little more incapaci- 
tating than a slight, common cold. 

Undulant fever—Malta fever, as it 
is known in Europe—ranks second 
only to tuberculosis in economic im- | 
| portance in its effect on livestock as 
well as on man. 

The serum was, developed by Dr. 
| Alfred E. O'Neil, Dr. W. B. Wherry 
| and Dr.. Lee Foshay. Like many 
others ‘who have worked with the 
| disease, Dr.. O'Neil fell ill of it, but 
recovered to resume his work. 
Undulant fever gets its name be- | 
cause the temperature of the suffer- 
er rises and falls in defined and regu- 
lar curves. Fever, pain and disability 
continue, often for years. The new 
serum, the three researchers say, 
cures in from ‘three to. four days.

In our editorial of March 15, we | 
said, “It must be remembered that | 
taxation and relief measures, etc., | 
vary to a great degree in the various 
provinces.” And so they do. 

For instance, the provincial govern- * 
ment of Saskatchewan pays all’moth- 
ers’ allowances and old age pensions; 
Alberta: M.D’s. pay 10 per cent old 
age pensions and one half of mothers’ 
allowances. 

When compiling their yearly state- 
ment, the Harris R/M., in the case of 
tax sale certificates, list them as an 
asset. In the 1932 statement these are 
set down as having a monetary value 
of $81,451.00. Now, in the face of the 
present. depression, one is forced to 


a doubtful asset. It is one which is | 
ignored by many Alberta M.D’s, Yet 
in the Harris R.M., with the aid of | 
this doubtful asset they are able to| 
show a balance -of .$75,886.54 over | 
liabilities. Supposing they had ignor- | 
ed the. tax sale certificates doubtful | 
value of $81,451.00, they would have | 
finshed the year with deficit of $5,- | 
465.31, viz: assets, $61,881.24; liabili- | 
ties, $67,346.55. Not so good. | 

Going further into their financial | 
statements of the last two years, it 
can be seen that out of tax collections | 


June Ist, 1933. Those paying current tax on or be- 
fore above date save 8 per cent on 1933 levy, while 
those paying arrears make a saving of over 14 per, 
cent over what it would cost if not paid until July 
1st: penalty is added.

$128,000.00, they spent but a little 
over $8,000.00 on roads. In the M.D. 
of Iron Creek, the financiel state- 
ments show over $35,000.00 was ex- 
pended on' highways. In other words, 
the farmers of Harris R.M. had to 
be satisfied with $8,000.00 to help| 
pay taxes via road work, while agrar- 
ians in Iron Creek. secured a major | 
portion of $35,000.00. Eight thousand 
dolllars for two years will not pro- 
vide anything like the highways we | 
enjoy in the area covered by Iron} 
Creek M.D. 

As to relief. It will be seen in the 
exerpts of Mr. Cook’s letter, rate- 
‘payers in his area have received $46,- 
000.00 in relief in less than two years, | 
and to all intents and purposes has, 
got to be paid back—sometime. Direct | 
relief in the Iron (Creek M.D. for the 
year 1932 amounted to $1,823.45. 
What a contrast! ot 

At the end of 1932 the Harris 
authorities had approximately  $5,- 
000.00 in general account, and we are 
forced to presume they must meet 
current expenses and also rebate two 
mills to those ratepayers desiring
